Standing at the Arch of 
Tri­ 
umph in Paris one day, whence 
leads off the most beautiful street 
in France the Champs de Elyees, 
I saw hum anity 
surging as the 
waves of the restless sea, while my 
boart beat with sympathy for the 
souls of 
the 
multitude. 
Their 
restlessness was indicative of their 
unhappiness. 
Their souls hunger- 
c d for something, though they did 
not know what. 
I felt deep in my 
heart that God was the only rem­ 
edy for these hapless souls. Those 
m ultitudes are illustrative of hu­ 
m anity’s needs everywhere. 
In Texas we have a cosmopolitan 
population. 
The foreign peoples, 
including those born here, though 
foreigners in every other respect, 
as given by the latest census, were 
613,640. 
Of these, approxim ately 200,000 
are Germans, 250,000 are Mexi­ 
cans, 60,000 Slavic races, 25,000 
Scandinavians, 50,000 Jews, while 
the rest are Japanese, Chinese and 
others. 
It would be interesting to know 
how these figures are divided re­ 
ligiously, but the figures could not 
be secured, except that most of 
them are Roman Catholics, some 
Lutherans, some few Baptists and 
Methodists, the rest care nothing 
for religion. 
Of the Roman Cath­ 
olics, the m ajority are Mexican and 
Slavic races. 
W hat an opportu­ 
nity for Texas Baptists! Here we 
have “fields white unto harvest” 
right a t our doors. 
Here we have 
a challenge to every Baptist in the 
state, to seek to reach and win 
these souls for our Lord. 
It is my experience that for the 
most part these people need to be 
given some attention. 
We have al­ 
together too long neglected these 
strangers in our gates.| 
We are so 
absorbed in the work with our own 
American population that we have 
no time to give them attention; a t 
least, we do not look afte r them. 
The plans and methods of our as­ 
sociational and state work provide 
for them scantily. 
Our mission­ 
aries realize how difficult it is to 
win them, and anxious to make a 
good report to the board, they na-' 
gleet the so-called foreigners and 
go afield for those who are more 
easily won. 
I have often thought 
of 
the 
“ Master M issionary,’’ who 
went 
out among the poor, the neglect­ 
ed, the ignorant and the “downs 
and outs”, many of whom did not 
care for Him and none of whom 
could have helped Him to make 
much of a report, if He had been 
called upon to report 
to 
some 
board. 
It is sad to say that in 
some instances some of our people 
look upon these foreigners with 
disdain. 
I wonder if the 
great 
Apostle to the Gentiles would have 
called them “Dagoes,” “Sheenies,” 
“H urries,” and “ Greasers” ? 
These people are 
human, and 
their hearts long for sympathetic 
recognition, kindly word and in­ 
terest. 
Not long since 
two men 
were seen together a t Ellis Island, 
the gatew ay into 
our 
country, 
through which these people coma. 
One was well dressed, had an in­ 
telligent face, held his head erect 
and looked prosperous. 
The other 
was poorly clad, his face haggard 
and he seemed like a beggar. Yet 
these two were brothers. The well 
dressed man came to this country 
y e ars ago, and had 
become 
an 


lead to Christ, and they made 
the best of members. 
In another 
we baptized 125 Roman Catholics. 
In still another we were enabled 
to reach quite a number of Me* 
icans, and in at least two of the 
pastorates, Mexican churches are 
today organized and doing work 
for the Master. 
The needs 
of our 
friends of 
other tongues are the more accen­ 
tuated because in material matter! 
of life, they are for the moat part 
splendid 
citizens. 
It is in the 
realm of the spiritual that they are 
most pronounced strangers. 
For­ 
eigners indeed and in truth to the 
glace of God. 
Foreigners to Urn 
love of God in Christ Jesus. They 
are blind to the sources of happi­ 
ness which they so much desire and 
earnestly seek. 
They are like the 
Athenians, whose altar to the s 
known God was evidence of their 
^oul-hunger after God, but w« 
ignorant of Him who alone could 
save them. 
In their blindness they 
atumble through life and 
Anally 
fall into their graves without hope 
and without God, unless we shall 
point them to the Cross of Cair 
vary. 
in his recent address before the 
American Legion convention, Pres­ 
ident Coolidge wisely said: “We 
are not likely to improve our own 
condition or help humanity 
very 
much until we come to the sym­ 
pathetic understanding that human 
nature is about the same every­ 
where, that it is rather evenly dis­ 
tributed over the 
surface of the 
earth, and that we are all united 
in a common brotherhood. We can 
only make America first, in th# 
ci'ue sense which that means, by 
cultivating a spirit of friendship 
and good will, by the exercise of 
the virtues of patience, and for­ 
bearance, by being 
plenteous in 
mercy, and through 
progress at 
home 
and 
helpfulness abroad, 
standing as an 
example of real 
service to humanity.” 
Then clos­ 
ing, the president said: “We must 
make our supreme commitment te 
the everlasting spiritual forces e l 
Hie.”

Mr. Fountain com 
mented that the ground is worth 
considerably more than

His next job was traveling with 
Charlie Taylor, a 
knight of the 
grip, who sold dry goods for Geo. 
A Bailey of Philadelphia. They 
traveled over the entire state, Mr. 
Fountain’s duties consisting of on 
packing and packing the samples. 
The next year Mack Robinson and 
Mr. Fountain sold drummers sam­ 
ples in Bryan for Mr. Taylor. 
Believing 
that variety is 
the 
spice of life, his next affiliation 
was with McConnico Bros. in the 
book and stationery 
business, a 
store that is now owned by Mayor 
Tyler Haswell. His next fling was 
in a drug store working for Ed 
Stuart. 
Feeling the call of education, he 
went to Philadelphia to attend the 
Philadelphia College of Pharmacy. 
He came back to Bryan and he and 
M. H. James bought out the drug 
store of Deport Smythe & Co. The 
new owners did not pay $1 down, 
and asked Mr. Stuart not to ne­ 
gotiate their notes.
